  (c) State coercion 
  (1) In general In any case in which shelter or housing provided under subsection (a) is required under State law, and the elementary school, secondary school, or institution of higher education presents written documentary evidence to the State legislature that the school or institution opposed providing such shelter or housing notwithstanding the legal requirement, the State shall, using State funds, reimburse the school or institution for the financial assistance lost pursuant to subsection (a). In the case of a public elementary school or a public secondary school, the documentary evidence may demonstrate that the local educational agency having jurisdiction over the school opposed providing the shelter or housing.
  (2) Consequence for failure to reimburse In the case of a State that fails to reimburse pursuant to paragraph (1), the State shall be ineligible for receipt of funds under title II of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 6601 et seq.).
